Matters Arising 

1. Burton School Wildlife Area. The School have been in contact & they would like 
the trees bounding their pond either cut down or trimmed back to the fence. Because 
the trees are all to the North of the pond, the only problem the trees will give is 
leaves dropping into the pond. It was agreed that we should suggest the school cut 
the offending branches back to the boundary, but under the supervision of at least 1 
member of the BPMC. 

2. Disabled Access. The quote for the dropped kerb will be obtained from CT and the 
grant applied for. 

3. Village Hall Rep. This was raised for a 2™ time. Again, because there were already 
2 BPMC members on the Village Hall committee, it was deemed unnecessary to 
provide an ‘official’ member. PR said that, if they were looking for ‘new ideas’ then 
he would be available to attend meetings, but not on an official basis.

Summer Fete 

3 packs of display boards have been booked from Holly Hayes. These need collecting on 
Friday 16" June during office hours. PR said he could do this. 

PAS is sorting out displays for the stand. They will be along the lines of ‘Past, Present & 
Future’. Joan & Peter Shaw are providing the ‘Past’ section. PAS stated that he is looking 
to include photos on the board but these need printing out — he estimated the cost to be 
approx. £20 in total. It was agreed that, as long as the cost did not exceed £30, this would 
be refunded from funds. 

PAS said he will set a quiz to try to get people interested in the stand. This would take the 
form of leaf identification. 

To go with the Quiz, it was agreed that there would be prizes for 3 age categories — children 
under 7, 7 to 16 year olds and adults. DE said she would arrange these. 

PAS said that the printing of the cards is being arranged by the Heritage Wardens separately 
from the BPMC and that, once costs had been covered, all profits would be donated to the 
BPMC maintenance fund. The 2 cards chosen by the villagers at last years fete are being 
used and 1,000 of each are being printed. This will give 200 packs of 10 cards to be sold at 
£5 a pack. The committee were asked if they would be able to help sell these. 

PAS will arrive at 11:00 to set up the stand. PR said he will help.
